1908, when 
the common crier made proclamation 
from the steps of the Royal Exchange 
of London that after that date the 
doublooa would cease to be legal ten- 
der in the West Indies, including Brit- 
ish Guiana, the doubloon ha|i not been 
the precious thing it was.

The Strength of Ring*. 


Some elaborate calculations, backed 


by experiments, have been made to de- 
termine the "breaking strength" of 
rings.
